under the treaty with Japan, 


Tho people aro far removed 
from

such an Canton and Shanghai.

ccntly, however, by tho treaty of peace 
the interior city waa ono of several places 


ho opened to foreigners nnd foreign 


.jmmercL'. This, it is explained, haa 
aggravated the people who have lived by 
themselves from timo immemorial. 


Tho misaiommcB are the only foreign- 


era who have heretofore settled in Cbong 
Tu. Their number ia not known. It is 
aaid that tho number of missionaries, 
including their families, in tho entire 
province of See Chun, of which Cheng 
Tu ia tho cnpital, must ho less Hum 100, 
including all natiomiHtiee. Tho mis- 
sionary headquarters is at Cheng Tu, 
where, it ia believed, there aro not ex- 
ceeding ton niidsionariuB, the rest being 
scattered through the province.

eral information of Chineso officials, ns 
there are no exact details aa to the ex- 
tent of the missionary service through 
China. Tho Tan Li Yamoii nought to 
aecuro from each foreign government a 
complete list of tho missionaries and 
their place of service, hut this was not 
given.

and tho Ten Li Yamon have given every 
possible protection to tho missionarioa, 
although it haa been found impossible to 
guard againet mob violence, particularly 
ut remote interior points.

Central American Union. 


From the Stocklon Mail. 


The effort of the Central Americana 


to form a Federal Union, if successful, 
will be the second attempt of thia char- 
acter. In 1821 the five Central American 
states declared their independence of 
Spain, and in the following year « con- 
gress of delegates was held, which re- 
sulted a year later in the establishment 
of a Federal Union. In 1825 Nicaragua 
and Honduras acceded, but the remain- 
ing states held together until 1838, when 
the present division occurred. 
Ihe 


question of a union of all the Central 
American states will be settled tnainiy 
by tho five- Presidents of tho five coun- 
tries interested. 
If these gentlemen 


favor a Federal Union it will not be de- 
layed very long. The great majority ol 
the ruling classes favor it. 
Such a 


union, it is admitted, would be of incal- 
culable benefit to Central America. One 
of tho greatoat advantages would be tho 
guarantee ot domestic peace it would 
allbrd. There would be an end to the 
petty revolutions which now continually 
diutrnct tho people. These revolutions 
am not eo much the fault of the people 
aa of tbe politiciane who are out of 
power. The elect ion a have been, for 
tho moat part, mere farce*. 'Each Presi- 
dent practically appoint!) hia own suc- 
cessor. A Federal Union, it is con-
